Some of Iho most important things in life 


arc taken for grunted and accorded scant 
consideration until they cease to function. 
The occupants of luxurious Pullman sleepers 
think little? about the wheels on which it rolls. 
Tlif most vital things tire generally the least 
obvious. The daily home newspaper in the 
snmll city is in this category. 


No nation in the world is so universally 


served with newspapers, as is the United 
Suites. Hut (he average clti/en doesn't know 
this because IK; takes his daily home news- 
paper for granted. 
And yet without the 


newspaper community affairs could not be 
conducted as they are. Where would you get 
the local news and the Intimate Information 
on births, marriages, deaths and the daily 
happenings of the community that at some 
time or other are so Important to every 
family?

USE OF GASTROSC OI'E 


When a new method of treating a certain dis- 


ease, a new method of operating for a certain op- 
eration, or a new surgical instrument is -invented 
there is always a wave of .enthusiasm from those 
first using it, often followed by a wave of .disap- 
pointment from other groups using it. Sometimes it 
is disregarded entirely but more often it is found, 
that, if uacd in selected cases, it really has some 
merit. It would seem that the use of the giistroscope 
whliih enables the physician by the use of a flexible 
tube and mirror to see the lining of the stomach has 
gone high up in value on the. pendulum and just as 
low as it has gone high; 


In the Mayo Clinic Number, Medical Clinics of 


North America, Dr. Herman J. Moersch states, "As 
frequently happens with the introduction of u new 
diagnostic procedure, many extravagant claims were 
advanced for the superiority of ^astroscope over 
other diagnostic aids. Unfortunately, it was not 
able to live up to such unwarranted claims and 
unjust criticism occurred. 
Time and experience, 


howi'Ver, have demonstrated that gu.stroscope within 
its limitations has a useful and valuable place in the 
study of gastric (stomach) disease." 


Where the gastroscope should not bo uscrl is in 
severe heart and lung diseases, nnd also in diseases 
of the oesophagus, convulsive disorders and active 
blceiling of the stomach, 
The gastroscope is particularly valuable wheYe 


olhoi1 methods ol. examination (lost meals, lluro- 
scopi', X-ray) have failed to give a positive diag- 
nosis and surgery would appear to be necessary to 
find cause of symptoms. The gastroscope and X-ray 
together make an effective team in diagnosing con- 
flicting symptoms. 


The two dangerous disease of Ihc .stomach are 
cancer and ulcer. It is at times possible to recog- 
nize cancer of. the stomach by use of gastroscope 
when it was not recognized by ojJier methods includ- 
ing examination by X-rays. 


While most cases of stomach ulcer can be recog- 


nized by X-rays, "there, still remains a small per- 
centage of cases in which ulcer .cannot be demon- 
strated by this means, 


In inflammation of the lining of the stomach, 
(gastritis) "gastroscope is by far thn most valuable 
and accurate method available at the present time 
in the diagnosis of gastritis."
